Editor's Mailbox 


To the Editor. 
Pause and Reflect 
with Local 1903 

The New Year has begun and 
as the ninth month of our strike 
at Bear Archery continues, we 
pause and discuss our past - 
beside me sits Lyle Johnson, 
who started at Bear in 1949, 
myself 1950, George Bielski in 
1960, Bill Cox 1951, John, Ed, 
Bill Kucharek, Monte Malonen, 
Vivan Campbell and Arvie Cox - 
with just these few we average 
over 200 years working 2t Bear 
Archery. 

We remember Bob Kelly 
coming to the plant as a crack- 
ariack saleaman warkina hard 
to become the head of sales and 
iater Vice-president of Gear 
Archery. We credit him with 
having to expand the plant due 
to biager business - we worked 
along with him to fulfill orders 
and promises made to custom- 
ers. it wasn't like when we first 


the morchante 


of Grayling would not even cash 
Bear checks and a Jot of us 
waited lo be paiu - but, we knew 
') our hearts Fred Bear had a 
growing concarn. 

This proved iisel! over the 
years by expanding the Bear 
Archery plant and selling some 
of our departments to other 
states - rather than keep them 
here in Grayling they found it 
cneaper to sell to otner con- 
cerns. When Bear sold to Victor 
Comp, our jobs were threatened 
with big business, we had ao 
protection. Maybe our depts. 
would be next to be sold to 
Suuthern states - so to protect 
Our jODS OF fu, co ytato we 
decided we needed a litile help 
as the Bear Archery manage- 
ment always wrote our con- 
tracts and we really had no 
choice but to sian them or we'd 
hear through the grapevine if we 
didn't they'd cut out our Xmas 
bonus, or they might just lock 
the doors and move out of 
Grayling. 

After hearing this for a 
number of years and with the 
selling of our leather and string 
dents , we knew that they would 
do it anyway if so desired. So, 
in 1974, we voted to bring in the 
U.A.W. as our bargaining agent. 
!n overwhelming odds it pass- 
ed. but we were to be disap- 
pointed as Bob Kelly and Victor 
Comp. vetoed this anyway. All 
our years and dreams were once 
again on tte line, although we 
helped Bob Kelly to get ahead 
and made Bear the biggest 
Archery concern going, he 
ivinéG His Gath OF us. herve. 
the Bear Archery strike started 
in April 1976. 

With the beginning of the 
strike, we tound out not only we 
have to fight Bear Archery tor 
our rights but that most of the 
City of Grayling was against us 
(as they were against Fred Bear 
when he first came in 1947) but 
this seemed to only puli us 
together stronger. 

Forty people elecied to ac- 
cept ine silver” and stay vv 
plant making it easier to hire 
scab labor to continue our work 
But, we as a whole are sticking 
togetner as the year of “19777 
comes in. Our determination to 
go back to work for the 
Company we helped to build. 
As Mr. Kelly stated, there are no 
plans to move the plant as long 
as we make bows and arrows at 
a profit. 

Although the Bear Archery 
has asked for an extension date 
with the Sixtn Circuit Court of 
Appeats and might delay once 
again our court date, the faith in 
oursctyes and the tnousands of 
U.A.W. workers everywhere who 
are praying for us, this is how 
Locai 1903 stands as we go into 
our ninth month on strike.
